TEXAS TO COME HOME.

The Big Battleship Old Hero to Come
to Her Birthplace for Repairs.

.The-foihnvlug gmnl news fiinii W.islt-
Ington, D. C, will be appreciated by
our people generally:
"Representative Wise has induced

Secretary Long to order the battleship
Texas to the Portsmouth (Va.) Navy-
yard. The Secretary was at tlrst dis¬
posed to have the Texas dry-docked at
Brooklyn, as lie believed the work could
he more oxpeditiousiy and thoroughly
performed at that yard- Dr. Wise
pointed out to the Secretary the ample
facilities of the Portsmouth (Va.) Yard
and he Anally consented to issue the
necessary order in favor of the latter
yard.
"The Texas is now on the South At¬

lantic station and has been ordered to
participate in the ceremonies incident
to the installation of Mr. Allen, the
recently appointed civil governor of
Porto Rico, which will take pluce at
San Juan on the 27th instant. The
Texas will then immediately proceed to
Portsmouth, Va., for repairs, which will
involve the expendlturo of several
thousand dollars."

SENATOR CLARK'S GASE:
The Committee Finds His Elec¬

tion (Mull and Void.

lie lias Ilroujlit Montana Into Und Repute
by Bribing Legislators to Support Ills

Candidacy Tor tho Senate-Tho Coiu-

mitteo'a Report.

(By Telegraph to Vlrglnlan-rUot.)
Washington,April 23..Senator Chand-

dler, from the Senate Committee on

Privileges and Elections, to-day sub¬
mitted to the Senate the report of the
committee in the case of Senator Clark,
of Montana. The report is compara¬
tively brief, covering fifteen pages of
printed matter. It decs not rehearse
the testimony, but simply presents the
findings of tho commit!tee and its rea¬
sons for it:-, course. The Unding of the
ccramittcc Ij stated as follows:

ELECTION IS VOID.
"The (lading of the committee Is that

the election li> the Senate of William
A. < Marie, of Montana, is null and void,
on a count of biiber.es. attempted bri¬beries ami corrupt practice by bis
agents, and of violation of tho laws of
.Mentan.-, di lining and punishing crimes
against elective tranchlse."
In view <>f this finding, the committee

re),cits and unanimously recommend
the adoption by the Senate of the fol¬
lowing resolution)
"Resolved, That William A. Clark,

was not duly and legally elected to a
seat In the Senat-; of the United Slatesby the Legislature of the State of Mon-
tana."
The report concludes with a strong

recommi ndatlon for early considerationof the case, as follows:
EABI.Y ACTION.

"The Senat.' should, ad a duty to It¬
self and to the country, demonstrate
by Its action in this ease that seats in
the United States Senate procured as
Senator Clark's has been procured,
cannot he retained by the deliberate
judgment of the Senate.
"Tlv Senate al.so owes a duty to the

people of Montana, who. conscious of
tho bad repute Into which tho State
had fallen by reason of vast expendi¬tures of money in connection with its
elections, manifested such a public sen¬
timent that the Legislature of IS'.Ij
passed a statute which, if Obeyed,would have redeemed the State from
Its bad name. For the direct and gross
violations of that statute and the con¬
sequent 'discredit which continues to
rest upon the State, Montana has a
right to expect a prompt and decisive
remedy from the action of the Senate
upon the report of this committee."

"I came here with the first Senator

from Minnesota after the Territory was
admitted as a Slate," said Colonel Cole
Martin to a group of listeners one even¬
ing the past week.
"Henry X. Rice served one term as

United States Senator, and I. being a
resident of St. Paul when he was elect¬
ed by the Legislature, and taking part
in tile tight, concluded to come on to
Washington, as in those days, 1R5S.
Washington was a wide-open town, and
faro was as free then as a beer lunch
is now. Of course, had an acquaint¬
ance among the sports, and shortly
after 1 erected my tepee In the Capital
tiie Senator invited me to visit him.
While making tin; rounds one afternoon
we got hungry, und I Invited him into
Pringle, which was at this time the
llnest gambling house in Washington.
Tho proprietor served three elegantmeals a day to his guests and patrons
without charge. It was a rendezvous
for nil manne!' and hinds of men with¬
out money. You could meet there in
groups a foreign Ambassador, a United
states Senator, Judges, Generals, and.
of course, men like myself, who follow¬
ed the green cloth as a profession. 1
was then in or about my 30th year, and
thought no more of 'win or lose' $5,000
than I would now of a single $r> bill.
Then? were no ten or twenty-five cent
chips in those days. Tho 'whites' cost
il. the very lowest price of them. No¬
body thought of buying a stuck of chips
under $50, and play was high. I was as
high a roller as the best of them, for
jus; i revloua to my arrival in Wash¬
ington I had lost us 'banker' in two
nights over $30.000.
WANTED TO PAY FOR THE MEAL.
"Well. Senntor Rico and myself en¬

joyed Prirgle's tine spread. I Intro¬
duced the Senator, and as he hail never
played a raid, like old Matt Carpenter,
he knew all the 'boys.' and was grac¬
ious and democratic in his associations
with them; he felt embarrassed over
eating such an elegant meal and not
having to pay for it. Passing a faro
'lay-out' in the next room, lie threw
down a five-dollar gold piece on a card,
expecting lo lose it.
